No Money Stringency 

ECENT tightening of the rates for money have broug 
uneasiness in some quarters as to whether we are 
have a stringency in the money market, which naturaly 
vould curtail business. A recent bulletin of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York deals with this question in an 
enlightening wey. This great banking institution notes 
number of factors which combine to make it improbable that 
the present mness of money rates will develop into any 

real stringency in the near future. 
“One of t} fashove,” says the Guaranty’s statement, 
“is the large amount of Federal Reserve credit still available 
and the other is that while money rates in this country have 
been rising, those abroad have been declining, that open

of selecting a method and develop- 
ing an apparatus which would en- 
able the experimenter to make a} 
precise and detailed measurement | 
of engine acceleration, and then 
discussed the results obtained by | 
such experimentation. 

During the tests conducted at the 
Bureau of Standards, six fuels were | 
used, and aviation gasoline, a com- 
mercial gasoline, a blend composed | 
of equal parts of the two and three | 
specially prepared fuels. This was 
done in an effort to determine the 
effect of fuel volatility on engine | 
acceleration. According to the) 
authors the tests showed that the | 
relative values of these fuels for ac- | 
celeration depend largely upon the} 
amount of vaporization in the mani- | 
fold. 

With previous reports submitted | 
to the Society on the Co-operative 
Fuel Research work dealing with 
fuel volatility there have been pre- 
sented a description of an appara- 
tus and method for the determina- 
tion of gasoline volatility, a cor- 
relation over a range of 10 per cent.

The author pointed out that with 
the Sligh equilibrium air-distilla- 
tion apparatus, dew point data for 
twenty-one diverse gasolines were 
obtained. 

These covered mixtures of air and 
fuel from 8-1 to 20-1, by extrapola- 
tion of the equilibrium air-distil- 
lation curves to 100 per cent. evapo- 
rated. For each mixture the dew- 
point temperatures were found to 
be related to the 90 per cent.

Similar re- 
sults for mixtures from 1-1 to 16-1 
were obtianed with a modified Stev- 
enson and Babor apparatus on five 
gasolines, using an illuminated plat- 
inum black surface to detect con- 
densation of liquid. With the lat- 
ter apparatus, values of the normal 
dew-point at a pressure of one at- 
mosphere in the absence of air were 
obtained for fifteen gasolines, and 
these were found to be related to 
the 90 per cent. A. S. T. M. point 
by a simple ratio of the absolute 
temperatures.

For Testing Fuels and Acceleration 


Announces Device 








Washington, June 30.—The 
United States Bureau of Stand- 
ards today announced the per- 
fection of a new apparatus de- 
signed by its automotive labora- 
tory which determines the influ- 
ence of gasoline characteristics 
on engine acceleration. This de- 
vice was discussed at the S. A. E. 
meeting in Quebec yesterday. 
Paper tape, perfoorated like mo- 

tion pictude films, is fed to a 
sprocket driven by the engine pass- 
ing between electrodes across which 
a spark is discharged many times 
a second. 

This results in a series of holes 
in the tape. The faster the engine 
goes the greater the distance be- 
tween holes. From this distance} 
between holes the engine speed is 
calculated. In this way, as many as 
25 speed records can be obtained 
in a second, by regulating the 
tuning fork, which tunes. the 
sparks. 

Use of this apparatus, it kas 
explained, has disclosed several

retors. 

In ordinary commercial gasoline 
more miles can be obtained by in- 
telligent use of the carburetor 
equipped with an accelerating well, 
since equally good performance can 
be secured with a leaner operating 
mixture than with the older type of 
carburetor, the bureau officials re-
